These  ^ahy  rhyzomes  yrow  fast  and  may 
divided  azain  by  July.  Therefore  a  plant  s'^ld  in  April  includes 
its  increase  for  the  whole  season,  much  to  the  buyers  main  and  the 
'rowers  loss.  Of  course  they  are  worth  more  than  "July  delivered  plants. 

A  plant  set  in  April  will  not  yive  typical  blooms  that  year  but 
will  give  a  nice  larce  clump  the  second  year  with  several  bloc-rains: 
stalks.  The  best  way  to  handle  the  tender  ones  like  Crusader,  I/amniftca, 
Caterina,  etc.  is  to  transplant  in  April.  Sprinm  set  irises  seldom 
''’interkill  while  late  Aumust  and  September  set  plants  are  frequently 
'teaved  out  of  the  '"round,  and  in  a  bad  ¥;inter  there  is  usual  Iv  sora.‘='
